TRAIN HELD UP. 


Robbers Secure $150 and a Jug of

BniMiNciHAM,Ala., January 21.—Three 


unknown masked men held up train No. 
35 on the Southern railway at 7 o'clock 
tonight near Barry station, seventy 
miles west of Birmingham, and robbed 
the Southern Express Company's cor.
